RESULT OFTH it LONGSHOREMEN'S .STRIKE.-Tho
apprehensions expressed lu recent issues of TUE
NEWS were yesterday realized, and owing io a
lack of organization ami of a determined spirit
ou Hie pari or Hie shippers, Hie Longshoremen's
Union has carried Its point. Thc "strikers" yes
terday, with Stevedore Stoddard at their bead,
resinned work on thc bark A. I!. Wyman, and on
'other vessels, Hie loading of which had been de
layed by thc strike. As a result of thc resolution
passed by tho longshoremen that no member
should work for any stevedore not u member of
the Union under a penalty of ten dollars, most of
tho Llovedores wcro yesterday making overtures
to joiu thc organization.

policy-with which Hie shippers have seen lit to
meet thc aggressive course of thc longshoremen,
have already been given to the public; and weean
